Housed at Claremont Hotel in 
Berkeley, they participated in four 
days of committee meetings and 
legislative sessions. 

Thursday and Friday were spent 
in committee meetings. Resolutions 
to be put before the General As- 
sembly were discussed. The MPC 
delegates representing Brazil, also 
attended meetings of the Latin 
Bloc. 

Due to the crowded convention 
schedule, caucus meetings were of- 
ten called as late as midnight. By 
political maneuvering and respect 
gained from committee participa- 
tion, MPC attained a position of 
leadership in caucus and commit- 
tee. 

Pete Mourer and Dick VanAu- 
ken both served as chairmen of 
their committees, and Ken Jones 
worked extensively with the Sec- 
retariat. 

Bill Debated 

Saturday was devoted to a meet- 
ing of the General Assembly, where 
bills passed out of committees were 
debated and voted upon. The ques- 
tion of admission of Red China 
was brought up in the morning, 
and in the afternoon disarmament, 
the question of Algeria, the South 
African situation, economic aid, 
and the UN budget were discussed. 

It was decided that a disarma- 
ment commission would be set up 
to govern the use of nuclear wea- 
pons, that self-determination would 


be allowed people of Algeria, and 
that economic aid would be in- 
creased for underdeveloped na- 
tions. 

The General Assembly also call- 
ed for an immediate end to the 
aparthied policy in South Africa, 
and decided not to admit Red 
China to the MUN. 


The conference closed Saturday 
evening with a formal banquet and 
addresses by the Secretary Gen- 
eral of MUN and John Cabot 
Lodge, Under-Secretary of Labor.

“Lessons in the air cost five dol- 
lars an hour,” said Mr. Bernard 
Revoir, club chairman. “This also 
includes gas, insurance and is con- 
sidered flight time,” he said. 

According to Mr. Revoir, if any 
girl students are interested they 
are “more than welcome” to join. 
The club has the assistance of Jo- 
ann Merriam at Del Monte Air- 
port, he said. 

Dues for the Flying Club are 
five dollars a month. To defray ex- 
penses, the club takes part in num- 
erous fund raising activities, such 
as cake sales and concessions at 
local events. 

A student pilot’s training can re- 
sult in the following; full use and 
knowledge of navigational instru- 
ments, ability to solo cross-coun- 
try with or without an instructor, 
and the capability to complete a 
three hour written exam. 

Two students, Ed Scott and Tim 
Randall, have already soloed once. 
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Monterey Peninsula’s Committee for 
the Abolition of Capital Punishment has 
requested that we inform MPC students 
about the purpose and activities of its 
organization. 

About six weeks ago the group organ- 
ized to take action against California’s 
death penalty. They are now circulating 
an initiative petition to put a constitu- 
tional capital 
punishment on the November 8 general 
election ballot. 

California registered voters numbering 
420,000 must sign the petition by June 
18 to make it effective. 

On the Monterey Peninsula there are 
55 volunteer workers in the committee. 
But, according to Robert Bradford, “‘Mon- 
terey County Democrat” staff writer and 
volunteer worker in the group, they need 
more people willing to help get signatures 
and “desperately”? need financial support. 

“Committee members are of no spe- 
cific persuasion. Anybody may endorse 
us, but we endorse nobody,” he said. 

Contributions or requests for more in- 
formation may be mailed to The Mon- 
terey Peninsula Committee for the Abo- 
lition of Capital Punishment, Box 83, 
Monterey, California. 

The following statements are from 
MPC students and faculty members. We 
asked each person to give opinions on the 
purpose of the organization and the or- 
ganization itself. We hope that you will 
be able to draw from these an adequate 
conclusion. 


DR. LOUIS BALSAM, sociology 
instructor—“I am in favor of the 
abolition of capital punishment. In 
the whole history of Western civili- 
zation, the repeated statement in 
favor of capital punishment is that 
it deters other criminals. This is 
contrary to the evidence, since it 
does not deter crime. What is its 
purpose except vengeance?” 


When asked if MPC students 
ought to participate in the Penin- 
sula committee, Dr. Balsam said, 
“Students should not participate as 
an MPC group. I believe that this 
question is an intensely individual 
challenge. 


“Tt should be dealt with, there- 
fore, by individual human beings in 
their private, individual capacity 
regardless of what group they be- 
long to. This is basically a private 
matter between the individual and 
his sense of values.” 


RON ROBERTSON, sophomore 
from Pacific Grove—‘The group’s 
support of the abolition of capital 
punishment is misguided. In their 
efforts to protect the rights of con- 
victed criminals, they lose sight of 
the primary function of law which 
is to protect the rights of the in- 
nocent citizen. 


“They fail to realize that if a man 
has already been sentenced to life 
imprisonment for a serious crime 
or as an habitual offender, there is 
no deterrent except the supreme 
penalty to keep him from killing 
other prisoners or guards in his 
efforts to escape.

“Those who point to the statis- 
tics showing crime is not deterred 
by the supreme penalty, completely 
ignore the fact that there is no way 
of counting those who were stop- 
ped by it.” 

Referring to the Peninsula com- 
mittee, Ron said, “The group is 
well enough organized, but, on oc- 
casion, the techniques used are 
misleading. The statement at the 
top of the petition states a definite 
disapproval of the death penalty, 
and, yet, those who collect the 
signatures have stated to me that 
it is a strictly neutral petition ask- 
ing only that it be placed on the 
ballot. 

“Also, they are neglecting their 
duty to urge people to read the 
petition and understand it before 
signing. Those I have seen are 
more interested in obtaining large 
numbers of signatures than in ob- 
taining signatures of those who 


know and believe what they are 
signing. 

“Students at MPC who gen- 

uinely believe in the abolition of 
capital punishment should defini- 
tely act for what they believe. 
However, they should be sure that 
they have all the facts in hand be- 
fore they act. They should not, as 
others have done for other causes, 
jump on the bandwagon just be- 
cause others are doing it.” 
DR. RONALD MENMUIR, :so- 
cial science chairman—“I think the 
purpose of organization is excellent 
and long overdue,” he said. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Menmuir, capital 
punishment “is futile and barbaric. 
It accomplishes nothing.” 

In considering the effectiveness 
of the organization, he said, “As

Two months 
later they were engaged, but it 
took Morgan a year and four 
months to get back from France to 
marry her. 

As a GI. bride, waiting from 
December to March for transpor- 
tation to the U.S., Louisa finally 
tired of the delay, bought her own 
plane ticket, and joined her hus- 
band in Monrovia, Calif., where 
his sister had offered them a house.

Joan Deran to Join UC 
Excavation Near Carmel 


Joan Deran, MPC anthropology 
major, will be a member of the 
University of California Archeolog- 
ical Site Survey Team to be mak- 
ing excavations south of Carmel. 


The group, directed by a UC 
anthropology graduate student, 
will begin digging the first May 
weekend in three sites previously 
determined as shell mounds. They 
are located at a ranch on Highway 
One where construction activities 
have uncovered but disturbed two 
Indian burials. 


Shell mounds like these three 
usually are found beside fresh wa- 
ter streams near an ocean. They are 
Indian camp remains where such 
artifacts as pounding stones, mor- 
tars and bone awls may be found 
along with burials. 


The survey team, to be made up 
of the director, Miss Doran, the 
Pacific Grove Museum director, 
three graduate anthropology ma- 
jors from UC and any seriously 
interested students from Dr. Louis 
Balsam’s anthropology class, will 
excavate during four weekends in 
May. | 

From various undisturbed burials 
they hope to find, the team, after 
careful analysis, “will probably de- 


termine what tribe made the shell 
mounds,” said Miss Deran. 

Miss Deran, who has studied 
archeological field methods and an- 
thropology at San Francisco State, 
has participated in two excavations 
and led one of her own. 

With Dr. Adan Treganza, San 
Francisco State Anthropology de- 
partment chairman, she has exca- 
vated at Alvarado near San Jose 
and Mendicino near Santa Rosa. 

Her own excavation turned up 
the location of Butterfield Over- 
land Mail Station House ruin in 
Otero County, New Mexico. The 
building was constructed about 


100 years ago. 


To accomplish this excavation, 
she said 21 tons of rock and dirt 
had to be moved “almost entirely 
by myself.” Time consuming re- 
search and equipment gathering 
made the project last four years, 
she said. 

According to Miss Deran, her 
discovery of the true Butterfield 
Station location refutes a previous 
scholar’s work done with the his- 
torical, instead of archeological, 
viewpoint. 

In 1962 Miss Deran plans to 
excavate the only two other But- 
terfield Stations in New Mexico.
